SPEAKER SEES 
MORE INTEREST 
IN RELIGION 


G reater interest is being shown in 
religion today than during the past 
several decades. Rev. Dr Harold A 
Dunkelberger told the Rotary club 
at its meeting In the YWCA Mon­ 
day evening. 
In the course of a classification 
talk, R otarian Dunkelberger, now a 
teacher In the departm ent of Bibli­ 
cal literature and religion at G et­ 
tysburg college, told the group: 
"As

teachers, 
we

grounds for discouragement and en­ 
couragement in our findings in the 
departm ent of 
Biblical 
literature 
and religion. We find an appalling 
am ount of Biblical illiteracy among 
otherwise highly educated students. 
And far too many have a knowledge 
of Christianity that is far too low- 
even though they have been brought 
up in C hristian homes. 
Brief Instruction 
"And it is easy to understand why 
this is so. Our young 
f*ven 
though they attend Sunday school, 
get at best 30 minutes per week of 
religious instruction as compared 
with hours of instruction on other 
subjects. This Biblical illiteracy Is 
one of the results of the principle 
of separation of church and state os 
it is interpreted in the U. S. 
‘ But while we have this illiteracy 
we are finding an increasing interest

Prof. Richard D. Fay, of Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
writing in the Harvard Alumni Bulletin, uses the tamed Civil War 
speech as an example. He shows w hat it might be when 
trans­ 
lated into faculty English by machine m ethods 
The classic opening—"four score and seven v**ars arm w 
fathers brought forth upon this continent a new' nation conceived 
in liberty and dedicated to the proposition th at all men are created 
equal ’—becomes in Fay s example this: 
"Eight and seven-teni'hs decades ago the pioneer workers in this 
continental area implemented a new group based on an ideology of 
free boundaries and initial conditions of equality " 
Then you’ll remember Lincoln’s stirring close— “government of 
the people, for the people and by the people shall not perish from 
the earth.” 
In Fay s "faculty English" that becomes: 
"And th at political supervision composed of the integrated 
unit? for the integrated units, and by the integrated units shall 
not fierish from the superficial area of this planet."
